Disturbed Over Refusal of Stewards to Sanction 
Dates. Intimation Is Given That Aid of 
Courts Will Be Invoked. 



New York. .Ism nary 23. — There was an upheaval 
in racing eireles yesterday when it became known 
that the stewards of the Jockey Club had refused 
t < • grant dates for a race meeting to H. D. Itrowu. 
win* is better known as “Curley” Brown, for tin- 
track at Laurel. Mil.. where racing was run last 
October in connection with the Maryland State Fair, 
of which Mr. Brown is general manager. 

Brown, who is in town, was much disturbed over 
the refusal of the sanction and denied the right of 
the Jockey Club to take the attitude it had in the 
matter. lie intends to tight for what he considers 
his rights and intends to go ahead with plans for 
the meeting next October in defiance of the Jockey 
l lub. if iciONsary. 

IV hut means Brown will take to prevent Iris meet 
ing being outlawed have not been determined defi- 
nitely. but it was said that he contemplates legal 
preeeediugs to force the Joekey Glut* to either ap- 
prove h s meeting or to prevent its being put unde: 
i he ban i:i ease the races are held without sanction. 

It was sail I that the e proceeding; might go so far 
as to ask for the dissolution of the Joekey Club on 
i lie ground that that body by means of a copartner- 
ship agreement tended to oppress racing in the 
State of Maryland by refusing its sanction and prac- 
tically putting a boycott on horses and owners that 
took part in the racing there. 

Brown's contention is that with racing suspended 
in this state the Joekey Flub has no legal right to 
dictate in the matter of dates to any organization: 
that it has no right to collect the 1 per cent of the 
purses given as called for in is racing rules and that 
so Tar as the outlawing of a track goes there are iu 
means to enforce an outlaw rule while racing here 
is inactive. 

There also was a rumor that the management ot 
tlte Harford Agriculture and Breeders’ Association. 
^ wbi«h controls ihe racing at Havre de Grace, is di ;- 
satisfied <>n account of the curtailing of its meeting 
to he held in the spring to twelve days. Sixteen 
days were asked for by the managers of the Havre 
de Grace meeting. At the meeting on Monday the 
stewards granted leave to race only from April is 
to May 1. a total of twelve racing days. 

Tills does not agree with the plans made by the 
managers, who had received permission from the 
Baring t’om miss ion of Harford County to race for 
sixteen days. It is improbable that tlie Havre de 
Grace management will attempt to defy the Joekey 
Flub. Edward Burke, who is the general manager 
of the meeting there, stated last night that there 
was no intention to break away from the Jockey 
Flub. He. however, intends to see the stewards to 
learn whether something cannot he done to allow 
the dates asked for. 

JUAREZ MEETING NOW HALF OVER. 

Fiftieth Day Finds Patronage of Pleasing Proportions 
and Sport Flourishing.

DEFENSE SCORES AT NORFOLK. 

Judge Designated By Governor Mann to Preside at 
Bookmakers’ Trial Is Without Jurisdiction 

Norfolk. Yn.. January 23.— Magistrate R. T. 
veil of Norfolk Fount y will try the four book- 
makers who were arrested at the close of the fail 
meeting of the Jamestown Jockey Flub on the 
charge of violating the anti gambling laws of Vir 
ginia. Judge J. F. West of the Third Judicial Dis- 
trict. who was designated by Governor Mann to 
preside at the trial of the bookmakers, sustained the 
contention of the defense today that the circnit 
court of Norfolk County was without concurrent 
jurisdiction iu t I k- trial of the particular cases at 
Issue. Judge West deplored the fact that the law 
gave him no other alternative. 

Assistant Attorney -General Davis said that while 
he did not believe that the state had an appeal, lie 
desired to reserve every point, and asked for time 
in which to investigate the state’s right of appeal. 

‘‘I hope you can find that the* state has a right 
of appeal, but I fear it has not.” said Judge West.

• rijtplc and could not he trained. 

Things went* very smoothly with the colt between 
t in* Guineas victory and the Derby, and he was 
possibly as tit at any period of Isis career as when 
lie went to Epsom. Absurdly easily as his victory 
was gained, it was one in momentary doubt, for 
Harry Grimshaw. who rode him, was very short- 
sighted and Jim Goa ter who was wearing Lord 
Westmoreland’s colors on Brahma always maintained 
that, had be not shouted to him to go along, he 
would never have seen Christmas Carol, and would 
have allowed himself to be beaten. 

This would have meant the upset of one of the 
1>esi things ever known in the history of the turf, 
as G ladia teiir’s trial for tin Derby seems alinosr 4 
Incredible. There were four in it. hut l'ille «le I’Air 
was i lie one really asked the question ami the Oaks . 
winner of the preceding year was in rare form, 
having won half a dozen races already that season 
-three iu France and the same number in Eng- 
land -without having once known defeat. They 
were galloped a mile and a half on the Limekilns, 
and Gladiateur actually gave the filly a year and 
eight pounds, and thirty-five pounds to each of 
two other four-year-olds, and not only won, bur 
fairly made rings round them all. Having regard 
to the fact that this trial took place in May. I 
fnnev it will he generally agreed that this was 
about the biggest task ever set a three-year old. 

It is needless for me to go through the whole of 
Gladiateur’s performances, but lie was lamer than 
ever about a fortnight prior to tin* St. IiCger. and 
for two or three days absolutely could not be got 
out of the stable. Even on the Saturday before Hie 
great race at Doncaster he was so sore and lam* 
that the late Tom Jennings — who not only trained 
but practically was given a free hand in the man- 
agement of Count de Lagrange’s horses— almost de- 
cided not to take him. Nor did he show milch im- 
provement after making the journey, and moved so 
feelingly iu a canter on the Town Moor on i h»- Mon 
day before the rats* that Ben Bartholomew, who 
watched the performance, and who was deeply in- 
terested iu the colt, went straight away home, say- 
ing. “I won’t stop to see him break down.” Happily, 
this did not happen, and he scored with consummate 
ease, luu there is no doubt that lie really Won the 
St. Leger on three- legs, and thus joined West 
Australian as a winner of the three classic races in 
which colts can take part. He ran iu tin* Don- 
caster Stakes two days later under a misappre- 
hension. During the morning it was believed that 
Breadalbane was th** only other animal that was on 
the spot for it. and an arrangement had b**en made 
by which Mr. Chaplin was to receive a certain sum 
out of the stakes to allow the French colt to walk 
over. At the last moment, however. Kcginell.i 
turned up. and he gave fourteen pounds to her and 
ten pounds to Breadalbane without an effort. 

Gladiateur wound up this tliree-year-oid season by 
sustaining the only defeat that was destined to fall 
to his lot after his two-year-old days, and this de- 
feat was far more glorious than the great majority 
of his triumphs. No three-year-old. before or since, 
lias ever essayed to carry 138 pounds in the Cam- 
bridgeshire. and. in this race Harry Grimshaw's de- 
fective sight completely destroyed any chance ):•• 
may have possessed. “Where were you at the lied 
Post?” asked Jennings of the jockey iu the weigh 
Ing-room after the race. “Oh. I was lying in a 
good place, aliout half a dozen lengths from the 
front.” was the reply, and. no doubt. Grimshaw 
fully believed that he was speaking the truth. 

The trainer, however, had gone some distance 
down the course to view the race. and. at the his 
torie landmark mentioticd. which is now to he seen 
on Felix Leach's premises, he was horrified to n*ue 
that Gladiateur was fully a hundred yards liehind 
the leader. Iu no case probably could he have con- 
ceded fifty two pounds to Gardevisuiv. a three-year- 
old lialf-sister to Lord Lyon and Achievement, but 
in almost the last chat I had with him prior to his 
death, Jennings assured me that, properly ridden, 
his horse would have been in the first three. 

We do not now fcee such fields for the Cambridge- 
shire. or for any other big handicap, as turned out 
on lhat eventful afternoon. There were no f»*,*. **r 
than thirty-six runners, and class was splendidly 
represented by John Davis. 11!) pounds: Mason* 

Richard. IIS pounds: Regalia. 118 pounds: Bacchus. 
118 iMiunds. who. later in his career, won iu i \ 
steeplechases for Captain Machell: Breadalbane. 113 
pounds, and The Duke. 114 pounds. Catch 'Em 
Alive. Ill pounds, the winner of the sensational 
Cambridgeshire of 1863. was also in the field. 

The following appears in the “Racing Calendar,” 
which gives an account of the race: “The starter 

reported that half an hour was lost at the start 
through the disobedience of Ward. Maidment. Ken- 
yon. Barker and Jarvis. Ward and Maidment were 
suspended till the 2nd of April. 1860, and the others 
till the 8th of November next.” it is probably 
certain that a three-year old, with such a hunting . 
weight as 138 pounds in the saddle, would he sadly 
handicapped by this delay, with all its attendant 
false starts. People who are anxious to make a * 
return to the system of starting by flag do not re- 
member how often this sort of thing used to occur, 
the worst case that I can call to mind being in the 
Derby of 1863* when they were kept at the post 
three quarters of an hour, mainly through Tambour 
Major absolutely declining to move. 

Gladiateur’s legs were worse than ever in the fol- 
lowing season, hut owners had now discovered that 
their sound horses had no sort of chance against 
this marvelous “cripple.” and. after walking over 
for a couple of little stakes at the Craven meeting, 
he went to France and easily secured a valuable 
prize over a course of three miles and a furlong. 

In the Ascot Cup of ihat year he accomplished 
about his most extraordinary feat. The other two 
runners were Regalia and Breadalbane. The ground 
was very hard, and, as Gladiateur’s lameness had 
Itf-en worse than usual, Grimshaw’s orders were to 
lie closely up with the others until the turn at the 
top of the straight, to nurse his mount very care- 
fully down the hill, and then to make the best of 
his way home. 

For some reason or another the jockey entirely 
ignored the first part of his instructions, for Bread - 
a mane raced past the stand the firs) time with a 
lead of fully twenty lengths. Regalia lteing half 
that distance in front of the favorite. From that 
IMiint. however, Grimshaw carried out his orders 
to the letter and eatne down the hill into Swinle.v 
Bottom in such leisurely fashion that at one time 
he must have been fully 3(H) yards liehiml the other 
pair. The style itt which the favorite closed up that 
enormous gap when once he was on level ground 
again, and was allowed to striae aSong, was almost 
incredible. and the brief return iu the “Calendar” 
is “Won by forty lengths — Breadalbane beaten off, 
and did not pass the post.” The late James Waugh, 
who Jtad no reason to be biased in favor of the 
French colt, and whose vast experience rendered his 
opinion of sjiecial value on such a subject, always 
considered this to lie the finest performance ever 
seen on a race course. A race in France, over a 
course which was described as being ‘‘nearly four 
miles.” and which lie won as he liked, closed th** 
career of “the Avenger of Waterloo,” ns Ik* was 
occasionally turnon] in some of the French news- 
papers. — “Augur,” in Sporting Life. 



NOTES OF THE TURF. 



Were a poll taken to decide which was the abso 
lately best horse of the nineteenth century, I fancy 
that St. Simon and Ormonde would figure at the 
head of it. Doubtless a fair number of people 
would be of the same mind, as tin* late Juntos 
Waugh, who plumped solidly for Gladiateur. The 
mil eaten Barealdine would undoubtedly have a 
strong following, especially in Ireland, whilst there 
would be some to endorse the late John Scott’s 
opinion, and maintain that there has never been the 
equal of West Australian. 

It would not servo any good purpose, however, 
were I to discuss the merits of horses that I did 
not see. uml “The West,” which was the first of 
the nine winners of the “triple crown.” gained his 
chief honors in 1853. Ih* was beaten by Speed 
tin- Plough in the Criterion as a two year-old. but 
this was his first outing, and the form was all 
wrong for he ran clean away from his conqueror 
over the Bretby Stakes Course only three (lays 
later. In the following year In* was tinlieutcn. and 
the famous jockey. Frank Butler, wdm rode him in 
the three < lassi.- races, thought that there never 
was such a horse. 

Gladiateur was one of those horses which must 
he judged quit** as much by what he did in private, 
as by bis public performances. There is no doubt 
that his lot was east in a moderate year, for Archi- 
medes. second to him in tin* Two Thousand Guineas, 
was never quite first class. Christmas Carol and 
Bit ham, siromk and t bird in tin* Derby, were dis 
tinctly modern fY*. whilst Regalia, second in tin* St. 
Leger. never t«*ok very high rank in the list of 
Oaks winners. In fact, the best three year-old that 
tie* great French norse ever met was The Duke and, 

• •wing to a had attack «*f influenza, that colt made 
his first appearance of the year at Doncaster, and 
was never in his true form until tin* following sea- 
son. 

Gladiateur was trodden upon in the paddock in 
hi- very early days, front the effects of which he 
always iiad a’ very big and ugly enlargement on his 
off foreleg. This, however, was a mere eyesore, 
and never gave any trouble, but tin* horse always 
stiffen'd from navicular disease, which made his 
extraordinary performances all th** more marvelous. 
He doubtless inherited his uusounditess from his
